o be issued uniforms as sneedily as possible. “d:arov wanted a written state- 
ment on the execution of these orders by 1 October 1950. 
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3, Durine the subsequent discussion the German rarticipants expressed their 
doubts about the issuc of arms to all ruard personnel. Makarov replied that 
he thourht only politically reliable guards were employed, at least he had 
been informed to this effect. Makarov said that he hac ordered the removal 
se guara scorvice of all exepolice as an additional safepuard. 


h. Uakarov also ordered a further purge Ne the entire Yolxspolizei by 1 November 
1950, te gaid that he was aware that many unreliable elements wore still in 
the rants of the VYolkspolizei.

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* FRE coment, In 1929 the Betrichsschutz A (category & industrial guards) 
in major industrial enterprises was taken into the Volkspolizei. Fesides the 
Setriebsschutzpolizei (industrial police) originated from this category A, 
there continued to function a Betriebsschutz 8 orranization composed of civilians. 
So far, no information has been received that these civilian guards have also 
been subordinated to the Volkspolizei and provided with arms. Polizeipraesident
